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comes as an inspiration from You, My God, please 
give me some practical proof of it.” 

It was that day or the next, when John Reid of 
Waterbury, Conn., paid his third visit to the’ Mount 
of the Atonement. There was little to distinguish him 
from the ordinary Brother Christopher of the more 
gentlemanly sort, whom we entertain at Graymoor in 
such large numbers. We little dreamed to find in this 
shabbily dressed old man the answer to our prayer at 
the altar during the most solemn and intimate part 
of the Mass. It was on the second day of his visit 
that he asked for a private interview. 

He began by saying that he had read in THe Lamp 
of a certain convert from the Anglican Church in 
London, Mr.. Potter by name, who had established a 
home for orphan boys and that he had written Mr. 
Potter to the effect that if he would select two pious 
boys and send them to America he would himself 
stand the entire cost of their education for the priest- 
hood. 

To this we made answer: “Mr. Reid, you don’t have 
to send to England to seek out boys to educate for 
the Priesthood; that is what we want to do right here 
on the Mount of the Atonement,—only we must first 
build a school for the purpose.” Swiftly came the 
answer: “Very well, when I return to Waterbury, I 
will send you my check for $5,000 to build such a 
school,” 

When we expressed our genuine astonishment that 
a man who had every appearance of being very poor 
should make such a proposal, Mr. Reid said in reply: 
“[ am now seventy years of age, and have never 
married. Inheriting a small, rocky farm, on the out- 
skirts of Waterbury, I have toiled early and late, sav- 
ing every penny, and wasting nothing, and in con- 
sequence I have this sum of money, and even more 
accumulated in the bank. My desire has always been 
to use it for this purpose, and now the Providential 
opportunity has arrived.” He was as good as his 
word. Returning to Waterbury, on December 2lst, 
the 7th Anniversary of what we might call the con- 
ception of the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost he drew 
his check for.the sum of $5,200 and posted it to Gray- 
moor the same day. Here was what might be called 
an equivalent to the “Five barley loaves” ($5,000) and 
the “two small fishes” ($200.), and from that day until 
the hour of his death, John Reid continued to illustrate 
the particular rule of the Union which the good Bishop 
thought we would never find anyone to live by, namely 
“to spend the minimum upon self, that we may have 
the maximum to give to God.” 

Before his death Brother Philip, T.S.A. parted with 
his last dollar and died in the hospital without a penny. 
Not knowing the sacrificial motive behind his apparent 
stinginess, his neighbors in Waterbury thought him a 
miser of the first degree, and pall-bearers had to be 
hired to carry his mortal remains to the cemetery, yet 
in the time of his membership in the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost he gave away about $15,000 and left 
his little home and what remained of his farm in trust 
to the Union hoping that some day it might be oc- 
cupied by a Religious Community, and be devoted 
entirely to the worship and service of God. 


When we informed Bishop Cusack of Mr. Reid’s 
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visit and gift of $5,200 to erect St. John’s House of 
Studies on the Mount of the Atonement, he replied by 
return mail: “How can I hesitate any longer to bless 
the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost after so signal a 
manifestation of the Divine approval!” 

Since that day in December, 1911, when Brother 
Philip, T.S.A. became the First Active Member and 
Most Perfect Observer of the Rule of the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost, the growth and influence of the 
organization in the propagation of our Holy Faith and 
the support of Mission Activities has been so wonder- 
ful that it may well be considered as a manifestation 
of the favor of Almighty God. 

It has already distributed more than a million dollars 
for missionary purposes in all parts of the world; last 
year its total income approximated a Quarter of a 
Million and its membership is now nearly two hundred 
thousand. Long live and flourish more and more the 
Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost! ! !

It is not surprising, therefore, in 
the process of development that the recitation of the 
divine office in English gradually lost the ascendency 
in the affections of the Sisters until it was altogether 
supplanted by a strong community desire to substitute 
the Latin breviary for its English translation. 

Some months ago Mother Lurana and her council 
addressed a petition to the Cardinal Archbishop of 
New York asking permission to recite the Divine 
Office henceforth in Latin. This was cordially granted 
by our Cardinal and accordingly the Sisters began the 
recitation at the Mother House of “The Little Hours” 
on the Feast of the Immaculate Conception of the 
Blessed Virgin, December 8th. Meantime the Sisters 
prepared themselves by study and practice for the 
more elaborate office of Matins and Lauds. It was 
on the Feast of the Apparition of the Blessed Virgin 

. at Lourdes, February 11th, that the Sisters for the first 
time recited the entire office in Latin. They are very 
happy over this achievement and recognize in it, most 


gratefully, the guidance of the Holy Spirit leading 
them step by step into the more perfect discharge of 
what the Benedictines call the “Opus Dei.” 


The weather for the past month has been exceed- 
ingly mild for the mid-winter season. In consequence 
the work of excavating for the foundations of the Little 
Flower Memorial has made splendid progress. As 
we look out of the Friary window at this moment we 
can count twenty men with pick and shovel putting 
the finishing touches to the large excavation which it 
has been necessary to make in the side of the moun- 
tain to provide level ground enough on which to erect 
the Memorial Hall which constitutes the principal unit 

















of the Little Flower Building. It is fortunate that the 
weather conditions have been so favorable, otherwise 
we should not have had work to keep employed so 
large a company of Brothers Christopher. By the time 
this issue of THe Lamp reaches its readers the work 
of actual construction on Section One of the Memorial 
Building, that is to say on the Cloister, will probably 
be resumed. The stone masons were compelled by the 
cold weather to quit work at the end of November. 


Although we have no data at hand to verify our 
impressions we think the month of February broke the 
record in the number of Brothers Christopher seek- 
ing the hospitality of the Friars on the Mount of the 
Atonement. We have had from sixty-five to seventy- 
five men to lodge and feed day by day. It has brought 
home to us very forcibly the NEED OF A NEW St. 
CHRISTOPHER'S INN. During the past eighteen months 
we have expended $20,000 in securing better living 
rooms for our guests and regular employees, but the 
problem so far has only been partly solved. We need 
at least $40,000 more to erect a Lodging House that 
will accommodate fifty laboring men. All that has 
been contributed until now for the purpose of provid- 
ing sanitary accommodations for the Brothers Christ- 
opher has been more than expended in providing the 
rooms mentioned above. We must, therefore, con- 
tinue to appeal to our good benefactors who are espe- 
cially interested in the wayfarers who seek our hos- 
pitality, asking you to continue your contributions to- 
wards the Housing Fund for our Brothers Christopher.

There is a whole lot of truth in the foregoing letter, 
there is no doubt about that, especially the part which 
reminds the Editor of THt Lamp that he is not the 
only one that addresses to you appealing letters, 
neither is there any doubt about “the local clerical

Of course, there are! But are not 
Divine Principles and Laws 














of giving which we should all willingly and cheerfully 
obey. Study the history of religion from the founda- 
tion of the world and you will find that God has 
ordained that His people shall give of their substance 
to support His Church and to provide a livelihood 
to serve those who serve at His altar. Hear what 
St. Paul says: “If we have sown unto you spiritual 
things is it a great matter if we reap your carnal 
things. Know you not, that they who work in the holy 
place, eat the things that are of the holy place; and 
they that serve the altar partake with the altar. So 
also the Lord ordained that they who preach the gos- 
pel, should live by the gospel.” The President of the 
United States, our legislators, judges and politicians 
have to live and the people by taxation are compelled 
to support them whether they do it willingly or not, 
but God has seen fit that the officers and ministers of 
His Kingdom shall be supported by the free will of- 
ferings of the people. But, alas, if those who preach 
the gospel, especially the missionaries, did not ask, 
they would not receive even the bare necessities of 
life. It was Christ Himself who commanded us: “Ask 
and it shall be given unto you, seek and ye shall find, 
knock and it shall be opened unto you.” But you say 
He meant that we should ask of God. True, enough, 
but then God in turn answers us through human agents. 
The child is trained from infancy to ask his father 
and mother for bread and the children of Divine 
Providence, those who have left ali to serve God in 
Holy Religion, have always looked to the faithful in 
the world to feed them in God’s name, nor have they 
asked in vain. 

As for the poor man unable to “provide shoes to 
keep the tiny feet of his children warm or the little 
mouths fed” who has been more ready and willing to 
share their food and raiment with him than they who 
serve the altar or live in convents? In this regard 
we do not believe the Franciscan Friars and Sisters at 
Graymoor have been unfaithful to the teaching and 
example of St. Francis. This very day we fed at our 
table seventy homeless men and gave them a pittance 
for their tobacco besides. If any needy person should 
chance to receive an appeal letter from the Editor of 
THE Lamp let such a one know that we wou!d much 
prefer to share with him or her the bread we ourselves 
receive through the good offices of St. Anthony than 
to accept from such a one a subscription to THE Lamp 
or a contribution to the Union-That-Nothing-Be-Lost. 
It is our belief, nevertheless, that the big majority of 
those who have read the foregoing letter are more in 
the position of the writer who winds up by saying “do 
not condemn some poor father who is not as fortunate 
as the writer to spare even the $2.00 enclosed.” 

As long as the rank and file of Catholics spend a 
great deal more for candy, chewing gum, whiskey, 
tobacco, cosmetics, theatre tickets and movie shows 
than they do for the support of the Kingdom of God 
at home or abroad there is no danger of their starv- 
ing as the result of the appeals they receive from mis- 
sionary organizations and religious communities 
similar to the ones that emanate from Graymoor. The 
writer of the letter possibly thinks that the Fran- 
ciscan Friars of the Atonement live “in a spacious 
convent” and fare sumptuously like the rich man of 
the gospel, every day. Whatever spaciousness there 
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is in our monastery buildings is due to the numbers 
who occupy them and not on account of the luxurious 
extent of their living and sleeping quarters. ‘The 
Cells,” as we call the rooms occupied by the Friars, 
measure seven by nine feet, less than the dimensions 
of the ordinary hall bedroom in a New York tenement, 
whereas our students sleep in dormitories with only a 
little space between each bed. With few exceptions 
the Sisters of the Atonement do not occupy rooms, 
but “cubicles” where the beds are curtained off from 
each other and not an unnecessary inch of space is 
wasted. As for our food it is good and wholesome, 
thanks to the bounty of Providence and the generosity 
of our Benefactors, but our rule calls for abstinence 
from meat three times a week and that is probably 
a larger number of meatless days than P. O. U. ob- 
serves in order to respond to the charitable and reli- 
gious appeals with which he is so persistently bom- 
barded. He speaks about the need of his own rela- 
tives at home in Europe. We are happy to remind 
him that THe Lamp has not been altogether unmind- 
ful of the needy one abroad. If he will examine on 
another page the Annual Report of the Union-That- 
Nothing-Be-Lost he will note that Bishops, Priests and 
Sisters of Austria received last year $1,683.75; that in 
Germany, the country where his relatives reside, over 
one thousand dollars was distributed. When the suf- 
ferings a few years ago in these countries were more 
acute one appeal we made on behalf of Austria and 
Germany brought a response from our generous 
readers of some $20,000. When Catholics receive 
begging letters from the Editor of THe Lamp they 
should regard them as an invitation to invest a part 
of their money where it will yield for time and eternity 
golden dividends. 

Remember the words of the Archangel Raphael to 
Tobias: “Prayer is good with FASTING and ALMsS, 
MORE THAN TO LAY UP TREASURES OF, GOLD, FOR ALMS 
delivereth from death and the same is that which 
PURGETH AWAY SINS and maketh to find mercy and 
LIFE EVERLASTING.” (Tobias 12-8). There is absolutely 
no better way to “to lay up treasure in Heaven where 
moth and rust do not corrupt and thieves do not break 
through and steal” than to contribute the fruit of self- 
denial to the propagation of the faith and the extension 
of the Kingdom of God. Do not take our letters un- 
kindly but count it one of your greatest and most profit- 
able investments to belong to the Lamp Army and give 
alms through the medium of the Union-That-Nothing-

Five Bishops took part in our evening services, viz. 
the Apostolic Delegate of Constantinople, Rt. Rev. 
Angel Rotta, who also preached the sermon on one 
day of the Octave; the Apostolic Visitor of the Arme- 
nians, Rt. Rev. Msgr. John Naslian; the Apostolic 
Visitor of Bulgaria, Rt. Rev. Msgr. Angel Roncalli and 
the Greek-Bulgarian Bishop, Rt. Rev. Msgr. Cyril 
Curteff, both of whom happened to be here on their 
way to Bulgaria; and myself, who preached the ser- 
mon on the last day. An immense crowd of Catholic 
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ind Orthodox assisted every day at the office, coming 
even one hour before the starting of the service in 
order to get a seat. We closed the Octave with a 
Greek Pontifical Mass. 


CONFERENCE AT ANCIENT CHALCEDON 


Besides the office in the church, we arranged for 
a Public Conference which we held at Cadikeuy, the 
ancient Chalcedon where the fourth Oecumenical 
Council was held in 451. The conference took place 
in the Hall of the Assumptionist Fathers and the 
speaker waS a very zealous and very enthusiastic 
worker of the Cause of Reunion, Mr. Paris. He 
demonstrated that Reunion is quite possible; that after 
thousands of Christian martyrs have in the last few 
years shed their blood for Jesus Christ in Russia and 
other countries in the East, we must expect that God 
will bless our efforts for Reunion; he pointed out the 
obstacles to be removed and he showed how by way 
of charity Catholics and Non-Catholics must come to 
a closer contact, so that by knowing first and then lov- 
ing each other, arrive at the Unity in Faith. 

The main feature of this conference, was the 
presence of THIRTEEN Bishops, SEVEN of whom were 
Non-Catholics. It was, no doubt, an extraordinary and 
very encouraging event owing to the fact that such a 
gathering was presided over by the Representative of 
the Holy See, having on his right the Orthodox Metro- 
politan of Chalcedon and on his left the Orthodox 
Metropolitan of Neo-Caesarea. Of the other Bishops, 
two were Greek Orthodox, two Armenian Gregorian, 
one Latin, one Armenian Catholic, one Greek Cath- 
olic and one Bulgarian Catholic of the Greek Rite. 
The big Hall was crowded by Priests, Brothers, Sisters 
as well as Catholic and Non-Catholic people, who all 
became enthusiastic about Reunion. More than once 
the speaker mentioned THe Lamp and its efforts for 
the spreading of the Unity Octave and for arousing 
interest in Reunion. 

There is certainly a fact which impresses every 
body: it is the INCREASING OF INTEREST IN REUNION 
EVERYWHERE and among all denominations. This fact 
towards which THe Lamp has certainly enormously 
contributed, is very encouraging for the continuation 
of our efforts. 

I am very glad to be able to send you here enclosed 
the petition to ine Holy Father signed by five Bishops 
and myself. 

During the Octave we earnestly prayed for the suc- 
cess of the Catholic Near East Welfare Association 
campaign in the United States. As you know I am 
now entirely depending on the Association without 
the help of which I cannot make a single step ahead 
in the development of our work. I am therefore anx- 
icusly waiting to know the good results.

We are confident that our Rosarians will make the 
best of your lenten privileges and opportunities and 
that you need no special exhortation on my part in 
order to receive Holy Communion as often as you can;
